One hundred British women and 


children began a 200-mile vovage to 
Peithaihp, north of the China coast, 
in a Hai river craft. Enroute first 
to Tangku, down the Hai on the 
Chihli gulf, their boat passed Jap- 
anese wharves where usually Jap- 
anese halt and search ships. 


Vessel Not Molested 


The refugees' vessel passed un- 


With the 
women and

escorts. There were no tearful fare- 
wells.

Madison—<r/—The state supreme 


court held today that theater bank 
night constitutes a lottery in viola- 
tion of the criminal law of Wiscon- 
sin. 


While ihe tribunal refused to is- 


sue a temporary injunction against 
three LaCrosse theaters to prevent 
them from holding drawings, it said 
that the lower courts have the right 
to abate theater bank night as a 
public nuisance by injunctive pro- 
cess. 


Granting of a temporary 
in- 


junction, while the case is pending 
in the 
LaCrosse county circuit 


court, -would be contrary to the 
usual custom of the high court, the 
decision said. 


The justices affirmed an order of 


Circuit 
Judge A. C. Hoppmann 


overruling a demurrer by the La 
Crosse Theaters company to a com- 
plaint filed by Circuit Judge Hob- 
ert S. Cowie, who, in his rights as 
a citizen had brought a personal 
action to halt bank night. 


In addition to claiming that bank 


night was not illegal the theater 
company insisted that Judge Cowie 
had no right to maintain a suit un- 
less he could show he had suffered 
some special injury and that if the 
schenie is a lottery it could not be 
enjoined because it would come 
under the criminal law. 


Overrules Contentions 


The supreme court overruled the 


defendant on all these contentions. 


The decision, written by Justice 


Chester A. Fowler,- follows: 


"Many cases 
involving 
the 


scheme have been before the courts 
recently. In. all of them it is held 
and counsel agree, that a lottery in- 
volves three elements. There must 
be a prize, chance and a- considefa- , 
tion. Two of these .elements mani- 
festly exist in the instant case—a 
prize and a chance. 


"The defendant insists that the 


element of consideration is absent; 
the state insists that it is present 
because of the increased number of 
ticket sales for admission on bank 
nights; and that while the individu- 
al drawing the winning number 
may not buy any tickets, and thus 
pay no consideration for his chance 
for the prize, yet tfie- theater-re- 
ceives a consideration for allowing 
him the chance in the increased 
number of tickets sold to others for 
admission on the night of the draw- 
ing. 


"It is of course manifest that the 


theater receives from its sales of 
tickets enough to make it pay to 
maintain the practice, else it would 
not continue it Upon the question 
whether the additional sales in- 
duced by the offering of the prize 
constitutes 
a consideration, 
the 


courts are divided . . . 


Question of Consideration

hat the great number of those who 
purchase tickets for the chance of

I took 
four spades and two clubs (whether 
or not the play was good is imma- 
terial). As our partners set six 
diamonds two tricks, we could have" 
won the board had we played six 
clubs. 


"The other members of my team 


claim that my bid of four spades 
caused the damage; I should have 
bid five clubs, or doubled, rather 
than rebid a four card suit. My 
answer was that a double was out 
of the question against nonvulner- 
able opponents, and* that I was jus- 
tified in rebidding my spades be- 
cause of my partner's jump raise; 
that if he had four spades, as I'an- 
ticipated, our best spot was a four 
trick spade game and not a five 
trick club game (especially in du- 
plicate play). I was not interested 
in a slam, in view of my two hearts, 
unless my partner could invite it 


"I will appreciate your opinion in 


this case. You are at liberty to de- 
cide either way without fear, as my 
partner and I at no time went off 
the speaking basis over this result. 


"M.B.E., Pennsylvania." 


Well, all I can say is just this: I 


might speak again to a partner 
who bid a hand as atrociously as 
North did, but I am afraid we'd go 
off the speaking basis if he first 
bid it that way and then blamed 
the result on me. This I imagine, 
is a good enough decision on my 
correspondent's appeal. South was 
extremely conservative throughout 
the entire course of bidding, and 
no part of the blame for going 
down five tricks could be attached 
to him. North's action in giving a 
double raise in spades, when hold- 
•ing only two trumps (even the ace- 
king) was so bad that words fail 
me, and his subsequent action in 
raising to five spades and then re- 
doubling takes away not only my 
speech, but my breath. At no time 
did North show a rebiddable club 
suit and, indeed, for all poor South 
could know, North might have op- 
ened with a weak four card (or 
even three card) suit The only 
criticism I have of South is that his 
bidding was too timid. His four 
spade bid might well have ended 
the bidding when, as a matter of 
fact, he should have given serious 
thought to a slam. 


Since not -only North but the 


other teammates as well, condemned 
South's four spade bid and evident- 
ly whitewashed North's bidding. I 
strongly recommend that the entire 
team (barring South) do some in- 
tensive bidding research 
before 


their next match.

Children need to get away from home, and home needs to be freed of 


them, for a time. Any experience prolonged beyond a certain period, 
loses its effectiveness. Say the same thing too many times and the chil- 
dren cease to hear it. Feed them a certain article of diet too often and 
their stomachs refuse it because it 
no longer nourishes the body. Keep 
a child home too long, hold him in 
a set routine too. long, and he be- 
comes immune to its influences. A 
stay in camp relieves the routine of 
home and school, makes the new en- 
vironment effective, and, upon re- 
turn. makes the old one seem good, 
wholesome and altogether to-be-de- 
sired. 


Taking camp for 
granted one 


must consider the kind of camp it 
is. What heads it? What are his 
ideals? What does he expect to do 
for the children? What are the san- 
itary conditions? How about the 
food and water? What sort of peo- 
ple are the counsellors and what is 
their training? And what is the pro- 
gram? 


A camp that continues the activi- 


ties the children have known for 
all their lives is not the thing that 
is wanted. A change from the rou- 
tine, a new set of experiences, fine 
leadership, a chance for self-de- 
velopment, are what ".s needed more 
than anything else.

Seggelink voting for it Those who 
favored a referendum at the next 
spring election were Mertes, Femal, 
Alger, Ludtke and Kindler.

trial future for years to come. He 
quoted from the city records show- 
ing the setting up of the fund to 
aid industry and its approval at 
the polls by more than two to one. 


Recalls Circumstances 


"Now along comes July, 1934." 


Seggelink went on. "The Moloch 
company, having used up all its 
available resources appeared be- 
fore the council and requested that 
the city come to its aid. It appears 
as though it was a case of the city 
coming to the rescue with money 
that the voters had previously vot- 
ed for that purpose or else have 
the plant close down. The men 
would not have been able to get 
paid then for the labor they had 
performed 
and many of them 


would have been compelled out of 
necessity to ask the city to sup- 
port them. 


"The council votes $4,000 from 


this fund to help out this time but 
in return insists that not only the 
company give a note for this money 
but that the nine directors of the 


company endorse on 'the back of 
this note tha*. thc> Jointly 
and 


severally guarantee the payment of 
the note at maturity." 


A month ago, when he 
first 


learned the council would be ask- 
ed to cancel the note, he was 
against such action. Seggclink con- 
tinued, but since then he had ac- 
quired more information on the 
subject. Directors who indorsed the 
note are still paying interest on 
notes floated to take care of pay- 
rolls since July of 1934. besides 
having made cash contributions of 
$53,054, Seggelink said. 


"We have appropriated $1.500 to 


prepare a booklet advertising Kau- 
kauna's industrial advantages." he 
went on. "Can you imagine an in- 
dustrialist reading that the city is 
sucing directors of a defunct com- 
pany for a loan that was supplied 
from a fund which people had vot- 
ed to help industry? It appears to 
me we cannot afford 
to try to 


force the repayment of this loan,'' 
Seggelink concluded.

Seggelink read a leter from M. T. 


Ray, 
secretary-treasurer of Thil- 


many Pulp and Paper company, in 
which the writer said that he and 
Karl E. Stansbury, company presi- 
dent, had reached the conclusion 
that sufficient reasons for the can- 
cellation of the note existed, even 
although the 
company, through 


taxes, would pay a "sizeable por- 
tion" of the amount. 


Harry F. McAndrews gave his 


opinion, as city attorney, that the 
council had a legal right to cancel 
the indorsements, and his opinion, 
as a citizen, that not to cancel it 
would be_ "punishing good citizens 
for being" 'good citizens." The in- 
dorsee had no hope of financial re- 
turn, the payroll was kept up and 
relief costs down, he said. 


Alderman Ludtke inquired as to 


what power the company received 
free from the utility. No answer 
was given.

SINKHOLES AND VIRGINIA 


CAVES 


About 10 miles northwest of Rich- 


mond, are some line caves of Vir- 
ginia. They are known as the Luray 
caverns, and are In a region of sink- 
holes. 


A sinkhole may be nothing more 


than a cave with the roof fallen In. 
Tunnels were worn In rock by un- 
derground water, and the ceilings 
cf-the tunnels became thin and 
weak. Then- weight of one kind or 
another caused the ceiling'to fall in, 
making a sinkhole. A sinkhole can 
also be made by water seeping in- 
to a low part of the ground. It may 
wear away the soil and the upper 
layers of rock, leaving a' large hole. 


"Saracen's Tent" in Luray cavern, 


A river may drop out of sight in 


a sinkhole. 
In Kentucky there is 


a stream known as Hidden river. 
At one point it drops suddenly into 
the ground, and then runs through 
a cavelike opening for a distance 
of about 200 feet. 


In the Alachua prairie in Jlorida. 


several small streams ran into a 
sinkhole. 3y and by so much mud 
and rubbish were carried into the 
hole that it was clogged up. 


That happened in 1871. 
As the 


months went by, the water over- 
flowed the hole and formed a pond. 
The pond turned into a shallow 
lake, four miles wide and 
eight 
miles long! 


Twenty-years after the sinkhole 
was clogged up, the lake drained 
away. Forces of one kind or another 
had cleared the sinkhole, and the 
water was able to run underground. 


The Luray caverns of Virginia 


have a sinkhole one-fifth of a mile 
wide in front of the 
entrance. 


Around the hole is a circle of trees. 


Inside the caves the visitor sees a 


wonderland 
of strange 
beauty. 


From the ceilings hundreds and 
hundreds of stalactites hang down. 
They look like "white stone icicles." 
They really are made of stone of a 
sort—of a mineral known as "trav- 
ertine." 


The name of "dripstone" is given 
to stalagmites which rise from the 
floor of a cave, as well as to stalac- 
tites which hang from the ceiling. 


Odd and interesting names have 


been given parts of the Luray cav- 
erns. Among them are^Dante's In- 
ferno. Skeleton Gorge. Dream Lake, 
Hades, Throne Room. Tower of Bab- 
el. Giant's Hall and Fat Man's Mis- 
ery.

Toward Coalition but Both Want 
To Preserve Identity of Parties

Mmdlson — In the councils of 


Wisconsin's liberal party leaders 
during the last few weeks conver- 
sations have taken 
place 
which 


may produce some of the most in- 
teresting political developments in 
the country as a prelude to the 1940 
presidential campaign. 


With a call from Wisconsin New 


Dealers for a third Roosevelt term 
attracting nation-wide attention, all 
signs now point toward an attempt 
to forge the Democrats and the Pro- 
gressives into a political union which 
will have the primary purpose of 
assisting the New Deal candidate 
next year, and the secondary but 
also highly important purpose of 
reelecting Senator Robert M. La- 
Follettc as a New Dealer and' de- 
feating" the Republican state admin- 
istration at home. 


The possibility of a Progressive- 


Democratic alliance has been dis- 
cussed by politicians in both organ- 
izations at private meetings for 
several weeks. 


The dispatching of two of Mr. 


Roosevelt's cabinet aides to Wis- 
consin last weekend clinched the 
.speculation. Cabinet officers don't 
travel from Washington to Wiscon- 
sin to shake hands, observers con- 
cluded. Nor do two of them come at 
once, one urging progressive unity 
on the Democratic alignment, the 
other praising the leaders of the 
Progressives in the most unquali- 
fied language. 


However, all aspects of the ap- 


parently impending alliance are not 
yet dear to students of state po- 
litics. Nor are they entirely clear, 
probably, to the politicians of both 
parties. 


Leave No Doubts 


It is to be noted that the official 


spokesmen for both Progressives 
and Democrats are far less frank 
than are the emissaries of the New 
Deal, Attorney General Frank Mur- 
phy and Secretary of Agriculture 
Henry- A. Wallace, who left no 
doubts in the'minds of their audi- 
ences where they stand. Washing- 
ton, according to their remarks, 
wants the LaFollette Progressives 
and the Democratic New Dealers to 
get together for next year; the de- 
tails are local problems. Let the lo- 
cal politicians iron them out 


It is apparent, most observers 


agree, that Washington is interested 
primarily in .getting a Wisconsin 
instructed slate of delegates to the 
1940 Democratic convention. 
' 


- 
That such an end will be attain- 


ed is the wish of both Progressives 
and Democrats. They will work to- 
gether on delegates. 


The second focal purpose of any 


coalition, the reelection of Senator 
LaFollette, will present a more deli- 
cate problem. 


The Progressives want LaFollette 


reelected. Senator La Follette, after 
14 years in Washington, doubtless 
would like to return there next 
year. New Deal Democrats know 
that with Senator Duffy out of the 
picture, they will be hard put to 
it to find a candidate of their own 
to run for the job. They acknowl- 
edge too, Roosevelt's preference for 
LaFollette, admit that LaFollette's 
New Deal record as such is good. 
Therefore they are willing to sup- 
port him. 


Moreover, some of them are will- 


ing to come out and say that they 
will support. him on any condition. 
Among them are Gerald'- Clifford 
of Green Bay, old-time Eighth dis- 


trict leader and once candidate for 
congress. 


But the 
recently 
reorganized 


Democratic New Deal people in 
Wisconsin—and from now on the 
Democratic Party Organization of 
Wisconsin, because of its dominant 
activity and obvious recognition by 
the White House, will be consider- 
ed as the Democratic party in the 
stale—won't 
agree with 
Clifford 


that the Democrats ought to sup- 
port LaFollette on the Progressive 
ticket if he chooses to remain there. 


Those Democratic leaders will be 


glad to support La Follette. but will 
insist that he run as a Democrat. 


They are anxious to rebuild their 


party, and rebuilding a party nec- 
essitates party candidates. By help- 
ing Progressives they' will not at- 
tain independent party standing, 
but will be merely an adjunct of 
the LaFollette family organization. 


Whether the LaFollettes or any 


of their inner circle in the par- 
ty will consent to subordinate the 
Progressive label and independent 
identity for tfie sake of assuring La- 
Follette's reelection is considered 
doubtful. Many party men hold it 
to be a backward step, in view 
of the severance of Republican 
party connections five years ago. 


Moreover, many of the up-state 


Progressives, including some in the 
legislature who feel their oats be- 
cause they managed to be elected 
last fall in the face of crushing de- 
feat for the LaFollette state ticket, 
will frown on any suggestion that 
they run as Democras. They have* 
solid Progressive counties in the 
north.

strength is negligible, they point 
out. 


Another Coalition 


Some people hold to the belief 


that an agreement may be reached 
by which the Democrats' choose 
their man to run in the Progressive 
primary for governor, that the Dem- 
ocrats and Progressives join to nom- 
inate him, that the Democrats in 
turn support LaFollette, and that 
the two put a coalition ticket into 
the field against the Republicans 
in the fall under the Progressive 
banner. 


Such a man, Democrats and Pro- 


gressives have suggested, could be 
former congressman James Hughes 
of De Pere, an ardent New Dealer 
and friendly to many highly plac- 
ed Progressives. 


Just now, however, it 
appears 


likely that nothing definite will be 
said or done until the leaders of 
both parties leel their way around 
a little more. The LaFollette bro- 
thers themselves are non-commit- 
tal. At a conference of local captains 
with Senator Bob a few. nights ago 
the question of a Democratic al- 
liance was put to him bluntly and 
he evaded it 


The Democratic organization led 


by Gustave J. Keller, Appleton, at 
the .same time is feeling more than 
ordinarily confident of itself be- 
cause of the substantial strides it 
has taken in organization work re- 
cently. 


Both will bargain for the best 


terms they can get 


That the New Dealers want the 


Progressives is apparent from At- 
torney General Murphy's remarks 
about the LaFollettes. He referred 
to LaFollette Sr. as "the prince of 
patriots," the LaFollettes collec- 
tively as' "the best political stock 
in America."
